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Zack Gordon probably owes his 
life to the fact 
that

which came ip contact with the elec­ 
tro* wires leading to Milroy. 
Frank 
Jones, age 33, who was k illed in­ 
stantly yesterday 
afternoon 
while 
helping Gordon 
at 
the 
big 
Four 
bridge south of the city, 
evidently 
awung the pipe 
around 
in 
such a 
way as to touch Gordon. 


Gordon will probably recover, al­ 
though it may tak e months for the 


b u rns he received to heal. 
The a t­ 
tending physician stated today that 
it was impossible, at this 
early a 
date to tell jilst how seriously Gor­ 
don was hurt and lie did not promise 
anything bright. 
Gordon was burn­ 
ed badly on the right hand and left 
foot. 
The burns are deep and iust 
how much of the sk in 
is dead re­ 
mains to be seen after 
the healing 
process starts. 
The fatal accident and the close 
call for Gordon cast a pall of gloom 
over the city last night. 
Jones was 
k nown as a -hard work ing man and 
his sudden death came as a great 
shock to his fellow work ers and to 
his family, consisting of the widow 
and five little sons, the oldest be­ 
ing ten years. 
Jones had been employed by 
the 
Walsh Construction 
company, 
the 
firm 
having 
the contract for the 
placing of new 
abutfcments 
under 
the Big Four bridge near Flatroek , 
south of the city. 
Yesterday after­ 
noon Gordon, who is employed 
by 
Joe La k in as a plumber, was call­ 
ed to the bridge to place a new pipe 
and fix up a pump. 
The pipe 
lead 
from the river up to a platform 
at 
the west side of the bridge and near 
the north abuttment. 
A concrete mix er is.Mi this large 
platfoim. 
In performing the work 
Jones offered to assist Gordon. 
The 
old pier e of pipe was raised from 
the floor of 
the platform 
up into 
the air. 
Jones in rai>ing the pipe 
let it lean towards 
the west 
and 
the end sagged down, coming in con­ 
tact with the I .& C. 
wires 
giving 
current in Milroy. 
Jones was k illed 
instantly and it is the opinion 
of 
work men near 
the 
scene 
that as 
soon as he received the shock 
the 
pipe was pushed forward, 
touching 
Gordon.

Both men wore rubber boots, but 
the air was damp and the floor of 
the platform was wet, mak ing con* 
difions good for the electricity 
to 
be conducted. 
Jones had only one 
burned place on his 
body, 
the left 
dot being 
horribly 
charred. 
The 
burn on Gordon’s left foot 
is pro­ 
bably the more serious 
of the two. 
Gordon at no time was unconscious, 
but was in a very weak ened condi­ 
tion from the shock .

their 
existence.

pers will renew their contracts for 
print paper, w’hich is resulting in a 
general and 
widespread 
movement 
to increase prices, both to subscrib­ 
ers and advertisers. 
The Indianapolis News 
gathered 
some statistics from its county cor­ 
respondents lately and found that 
the county which did not have 
a 
newspaper that had either raised its 
rates or contemplated doing so w^s 
rare. 
It is the most natural thing 
’or the publisher to do since practi­ 
cally all things which are used to 
modiice a newspaper have made a 
marked advance in price. Of course, 
print 'paper is the greatest single 
item.
